Place names are not like Topsy, 
they didn’t just grow, nor are they 
picked blindly out of a hat. There 
is & rearon for each and a story at- 
tached. In fact, place names are the 
bricks of which histories are built. 

Consider, for example, Vancotiver 
Island, where quite possibly you! 
will be spending your holidays this 
summer. Put a map of the island 
before you and look at the names, 
Victoria, Sooke, Alberni, Duncan, 
Courtney, Qualicum, Cameron Lake,
